Many types of publications can be used in support of the mission of 
health and environmental groups. 


These documents can include 
news investigations and articles, 
scientific studies, 
systematic reviews, 
governmental and organizational reports, 
governmental rules and legislation, 
and more. 


This session focuses on locating and obtaining current reports related 
to scientific studies. 


Scientific Studies 


Most studies are first reported to the public in thematic journals. 


A journal is a type of magazine, a regularly published collection of articles. 
Journals - considered to be directed toward professional, academic, or 
scientific audiences, while magazines toward a more general audience. 
There are many exceptions. 

Definitions used in 1°t year college settings: Journals don’t have advertising [people pay well 
to have the information]; magazine have lots of ads [businesses pay to give people the 
opportunity to read their promotions]. This is not accurate but usually close. 

There are many, many journals; each tend to direct its contents on the 
interests of a particular community or social/scientific discipline. 


Often anyone can subscribe to specific journals and magazines. There are 
some exceptions, including those distributed only to members of certain 
organizations.

Google Scholar (Gscholar*) is a really big database containing a subset 
of material that may also be available via a general Google search. 


Free. 
Available worldwide via internet. 


Audience tends to be academics and professionals whose work relies 
on scholarly and professional research materials. 


Journal publishers recognize how widely it is used so cooperate and 
collaborate to ensure representation. *Gscholar is a personal 


abbreviation & is used 
only in this presentation. 
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About Gscholar 


Millions of items — journal articles, government & organization reports, 
dissertations, and so on. 


Many resources are full text searched 


Includes references to many older, important, seminal works which 
may or may not have full text versions. (If one knows what it is, a copy 
can be found other ways.) 


Many resources are available full text 


One can also set up links to one’s favorite libraries for later retrieval.

Cited reference searching - From a known work, find new works that 
use it as reference (searches forward in time).
